Philadelphia, Jan. 14*—Having occu- 
pied nearly three days iu calling wit- 
nesses to testify in opposition to the 
demands made by the anthracite min- 
ers, the Delaware and Hudson Com- 
pany closed its case before the coal 
strike 
commission 
yesterday 
after- 
noon, and the commission's attention 
was then called to the conditions ex- 
isting in and about the collieries op- 
erated by the Erie Company. 
This 
corporation manages the Hillside Coal 
and Iron Company and the Pennsyl- 
vania Coal Company, and its counsel 
before the commission is Wayne Mac- 
Veagh, of Philadelphia^ aad Major 
Everett Warren, of Scranton. 


General Wilson, owing to the ill- 
ness of Judge Gray, again acted as 
chairman of the commission, and was 
several times called upon to intervene 
in the personal tilts between oppos- 
ing counsel over the admission of cer- 
tain evidence. 


One of the principal witnesses called 
before the commission yesterday was 
Thomas F. Torrey, general coal sales 
agent of the Delaware and 
Hudson 
Company at New York, who testified 
that the company he represents is de-^ 
riving no benefit from the present ab- 
normal price which the public is pay- 
ing for its fuel. 


Mr. Torrey claimed that Tin the ab- 
sence of certain papers relating to the 
business he was unable to give the 
commission all the information it de- 
sired regarding coal prices. The com- 
mission would not hear any evidence 
relating 
to 
freight 
rates, on 
the 
ground that ite jiiriRfiicilon did aot 
cover that phase of the coal industry. 
Mr. Torrey explained that the Dela- 
ware and Hudson Company had no 
control over coal prices in New York 
harbor; that it turned its tidewater 
coal over to the Hillside Coal and Iron 
Company at Carbondale, and that his 
company gets 65 per cent of the cir- 
cular tidewater price in New York 
harbor, and that it derives no benefit 
from 
the 
present abnormal retail 
prices. The Hillside Company (owned 
by the Brie) receives the other 15 per 
cent, but allows the Delaware and 
Hudson a portion of this for hauling 
the coal 40 miles from its mines to 
the Erie's tracks. The tidewater price 
of coal, he said, was $5 for domestic 
sizes. 
He did not know what the 
dealers were getting for the coal in 
New York, beyond what he learned 
from hearsay. 
The company did, he 
added, sell coal to dealers in New 
York state and in New England at 
circular prices. 
He could not give 
the prices at certain places or the 
prices during 1901 without referring 
to his books, and he promised to have 
them for tke commission later, 


"What is your company charging for 
ooal at Carbondale?"a8ked Mr.Darrow, 
WltiesN Aesftated In answering. 
"Haven't you sold coal there for as 
high as $6?" 
That may be." 
Isn't it a fact that you are sellins 
coal at many points within 25 miles 
of your mines above the |5 basis that 
you say governs the sales made by 
ypur company?" 


"Yes. sir. 
I understand we have 
been selling coal at or about |6 to 
prevent the manipulation of specula- 
tors." 


"Oh!" remarked Mr. Darrow, again 
resorting to his favorite exclamation. 


Among other witnesses called by 
the Delaware and Hudson Company 
were two physicians, who gave testi- 
mony tending to show, that the occu- 
pation of a mine worker Is not so un- 
healthful as physicians for the miners 
have stated; a real estate agent, who 
testified to the amount of property 
owner by miners of the company, and 
an employe of the Delaware and Hud- 
son Company, who made an investiga- 
tion of wages paid to bituminous min- 
ers, which showed that their pay was 
under that received by the anthracite 
miners. 


The Brie Company then opened its 
case, and after Major Warren read a 
statement of what the company In- 
tends to i)rove, began 
calling 
wit- 
nesses. Captain W. A. May, of Scran- 
ton. general superintendent.' was the 
first witness. He told of the Improve- 
ments made in and about the collier- 
lea during the last 20 year», which 
tended lo make the occupation of tJhe 
iDiuer more healthful. 
In answer to 
questions put by counsel he said tjiyre 


I ^ 
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was no reason for a miner who is in- 
dustrious to send his boy to work ia 
the mines, and if he had hit way h« 
would make the age limit for boys la 
the mines 16 years and outside the 
mines 14. The law now is 14 and 11 
years respectively. 
He described th® 
docking system, and said it is princi- 
pally left to the Jud,?ment of the dock- 
ing boss. He was opposed to a check 
docking boss. 
The average dockage 
from April. 1901. to April, 1902. at the 
Hillside mines was 
per cent, and 
at the Pennsylvania mines 1.05 percent. 


Captain May further stated that th« 
most accidents in mines are due to 
falls of roof. Many of the accidents, 
he said, were due to carelessness of 
the men. They are anxious to get out 
of the mines, and "familiarity breeds 
contempt," he said. 
Speaking of the 
amount of impurities in the loaded 
mine car as It comes from the mines, 
he said there was from 10 to 30 per 
cent waste In running it through th# 
breaker. 
It was not possible for a 
miner to clean his coal in the mine.

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MITCHKLUS LETTER TO MINERt 


Union Men Requested to Co-oparatt to 
Increase Coal Production. 


Philadelphia. Jan. 13. — President 
Mitchell, of the United Mine Workers 
of America, last nigiit issued the fol- 
lowing 
circular letter 
to all 
local 
unions in the anthracite districts: 


"Gentlemen—You are no doubt aware 
that a serious coal famine exists In all 
the eastern and seaboard cities, due to 
the shortage of the anthracite coal sup- 
ply. The situatiofi has reached an acute 
stage and has resulted In great suffer- 
ing and hardship on the poor of the 
cities, whose earnings are insufficient 
to enable them to pay the excessive 
prices now being charged for fuel, and 
it is subjecting the general public to 
great Inconvenience. 


"To relieve the situation and alle- 
viate. as far as possible, the suffering 
now being endured, is the duty of 
every one connected with the produc- 
tion of coal. 
With this end in view 
we are prompted to address this com- 
munication 
to 
all members 
of our 
union and request that they co-operate 
with the management oi the mluiis In 
an effort to Increase the production of 
coal. 
The gravity of the situation Is 
such as to require that every mine 
worker shall exert himself and use 
every means at his command to this 
end. 


"Upon reading this communication iti 
the columns of the dally papers local 
unions should hold meetings and de- 
vise means whereby the daily output 
of the mines may be increased. Those 
efforts should be continued until the 
weather moderates and the great ne- 
cessity for fuel shall have ceased." 


DUTY OFF COAL FOR A YEAR 


Ways and Means Committee Reports 
Bill to Relievft Fuel Famine. 


Washington, Jan. 14.—Congress Is 
DOW at work In earnest to relieve the 
people from the exorbitant prices de- 
manded for coal. Yesterday the waya 
and means committee, after a confer- 
ence at the White House with the 
president, made a favorable report on 
a bill to refund all duties collected on 
all kinds of coal for one year from the 
passage of the bill. 


The bill was brought into the house 
today under a special rule, and the 
senate, it is believed, will act with 
equal expedition, with the. result that 
the bill should become a law thin 
week. 


The bill reported provides; 
"Thai 
the secretary of tho treasury be and he 
is hereby authorized and required to 
make full rebate of duties Imposed 
by law on all coal of every form and 
description imported Into tho United 
ptates from foreign countries, for the 
period of one year from and after the 
passage of this act."

COiL EXPERT CORNERED 


Admits Company Get* Hightr Prict 
at Mines Than In New York.

•trike Commission Rsfusss ts Hsar 
Kvidence On Freight Rates— Erie 
Company Opens Its Case and Calls 
Witnesses* 
Philadelphia» Jan. 14»—Having occu­ 
pied nearly three days in calling wit­ 
nesses to testify in opposition to the 
demands made by the anthracite min­ 
ers, the Delaware and Hudson Com­ 
pany closed Its case before the coal 
strike commission yesterday after­ 
noon, and the commission's attention 
was then called to the conditions ex­ 
isting in and about the collieries op­ 
erated by the Erie Company. 
This 
corporation manages the Hillside Coal 
and Iron Company and the Pennsyl­ 
vania Coal Company, and its counsel 
before the commission is Wayne Mac- 
Veagh, of Philadelphia^ aaid Major 
Everett Warren, of Scranton. 
General Wilson, owing to the ill­ 
ness of Judge Gray, again acted as 
chairman of the commission, and was 
several times called upon to intervene 
in the personal tilts between oppos­ 
ing counsel over the admission of cer­ 
tain evidence. 
One of the principarwitnesses called 
before the commission yesterday was 
Thomas F. Torrey, general coal sales 
agent of the Delaware and Hudson 
Company at New York, who testified 
that the company he represents is de­ 
riving no benefit from the present ab­ 
normal price which the public is pay­ 
ing for its fuel. 
Mr. Torrey claimed that Tin the ab­ 
sence of certain papers relating to the 
business he was unable to give the 
commission all the information it de­ 
sired regarding coal prices. The com­ 
mission would not hear any evidence 
relating 
to 
freight 
rates, on 
the 
ground that itc juristfifcilon did aiiit 
cover that phase of the coal Industry. 
Mr. Torrey explained that the Dela­ 
ware and Hudson Company had no 
control over coal prices in New York 
harbor; that it turned its tidewater 
coal over to the Hillside Coal and Iron 
Company at Carbondale, and that his 
company gets 65 per cent of the cir­ 
cular tidewater price in New York 
harbor, and that it derives no benefit 
from 
the 
present abnormal retail 
prices. The Hillside Company (owned 
by the Brie) receives the other 85 per 
cent, but allows the Delaware and 
Hudson a portion of this for hauling 
the coal 40 miles from its mines to 
the Erie's tracks. The tidewater price 
of coal, he said, was $5 for domestic 
sizes. 
He did not know what the 
dealers were getting for the coal in 
New York, beyond what he learned 
from hearsay. 
The company did, he 
added, sell coal to dealers in New 
York state and in New England at 
circular prices. 
He could not give 
the prices at certain places or the 
prices during 1901 without referring 
to his books^ and he promised to have 
them for tke commission later. 
**What is your company charging for 
coal at Carbondale?"asked Mr.Darrow. 
WitlesN iHesftated in answering. 
‘‘Haven't you sold coal there for as 
high as $6?'* 
“That may be." 
"Isn't it a fact that you are selling 
coal at raaay points within 25 miles 
of your mines above the |5 basis that 
you say governs the sales made by 
ypur company?" 
"Tes, sir. 
I understand we have 
been selling coal at or about |6 to 
prevent the manipulation of specula­ 
tors." 
“Ohi" remarked Mr. Darrow, again 
resorting to his favorite exclamation. 
Among other witnesses called by 
the Delaware and Hudson Company 
were two physicians, who gave testi­ 
mony tending to show, that the occu­ 
pation of a mine worker is not so un- 
healthful as physicians for the miners 
have stated; a real estate agent, who 
testified to the amount of property 
owner by miners of the company, and 
an employe of the Delaware and Hud­ 
son Company, who made an investiga­ 
tion of wages paid to bituminous min­ 
ers, which showed that their pay was 
under that received by the anthracite 
miners. 
The Erie Company then opened its 
case, and after Major Warren read a 
statement of what the company In­ 
tends to i)rove, began 
calling 
wit­ 
nesses. Captain W. A. May. of Scran­ 
ton, general superintendent.’ was the 
first witnfiss. He told of the improve­ 
ments made in and about the collier­ 
ies during the last 20 years^ which 
tended to make the occupation of the 
miner more healthful. 
In answer to 
questions put by counsel he said tji^re 


was no reason for a miner who is in­ 
dustrious to send his boy to work ia 
the mines, and if he had his way he 
would make the age limit for boys la 
the mines 16 years and outside the 
mines 14. The law now is 14 and 11 
years respectively. 
He described the 
docking system, and said it is princi­ 
pally left to the Judj^ment of the dock­ 
ing boss. He was opposed to a check 
docking boss. 
The average dockage 
from April, 1901, to April, 1902. at the 
Hillside mines was 3% per cent, and 
at the Pennsylvania mines 1.05 percent. 
Captain May further stated that the 
most accidents in mines are due to 
falls of roof. Many of the accidents, 
he said, were due to carelessness of 
the men. They are anxious to get out 
of the mines, and ‘‘familiarity breeds 
contempt," he said. 
Speaking of the 
amount of impurities In the loaded 
mine car as it comes from the mines, 
he said there was from 10 to 30 per 
cent, waste in running it through the 
breaker. 
It was not possible for a 
miner to clean his coal in the mine. 


MITCHKLUt LETTER TO MINEM 


Union Men Requested to Co-operate to 
Increase Coal Production. 
Philadelphia, Jan. 13. — President 
Mitchell, of the United Mine Workers 
of America, last nigut issued the fol­ 
lowing circular letter 
to all 
local 
unions in the anthracite districts: 
“Gentlemen—You are no doubt aware 
that a serious coal famine exists in all 
the eastern and seaboard cities, due to 
the shortage of the anthracite coal sup­ 
ply. The situatioh has reached an acute 
stage and has resulted in great suffer­ 
ing and hardship on the poor of the 
cities, whose earnings are insufficient 
to enable them to pay the excessive 
prices now being charged for fuel, and 
it is subjecting the general public to 
great inconvenience. 
“To relieve the situation and alle­ 
viate, as far as possible, the suffering 
now being endured, is the duty of 
every one connected with the produc* 
tion of coal. 
With this end in view 
we are prompted to address this com­ 
munication 
to all members 
of our 
union and request that they co-operate 
with the management oi the miufes in 
an effort to increase the production of 
coal. 
The gravity of the situation Is 
such as to require that every mine 
worker shall exert himself and use 
every means at his command to this 
•end. 
“Upon reading this communication in 
the columns of the dally papers local 
unions should hold meetings and de­ 
vise means whereby the daily output 
of the mines may be increased. Those 
efforts should be continued until the 
weather moderates and the great ne­ 
cessity for fuel shall have ceased." 


DUTY OFF COAL FOR A YEAR 


Ways and Means Committee Reports 
Bill to Relieve Fuel Famine. 
Washington, J?*n. 14.—Congress is 
now at work in earnest to relieve the 
people from the exorbitant prices de­ 
manded for coal. Yesterday the ways 
and means committee, after a confer­ 
ence at the White House with the 
president, made a favorable report on 
a bill to refund all duties collected on 
all kinds of cog,l for one year from the 
passage of the bill 
The bill was brought into the house 
today under a special rule, and the 
senate, it is believed, will act with 
equal expedition, with the result that 
the hill should become a law thi^ 
week. 
The bill reported provides: “Thai 
the secretary of the treasury be and he 
is hereby authorized and required to 
make full rebate of duties imposed 
by law on all coal of every form and 
description imported into tho United 
ptates from foreign countries, for the 
period of one year from and after the 
passage of this act,"

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Domestic Science For Girls. 


B y M a r y E . Williams» 
Professor of Domestic Science» Columbia University« 


UST twenty-five years ago Avhatever training girls received 
domestic science Avas inculcated by their mothers In theli 
oAvn homes. 
To-day the demands of the school upon the glrlrf 
time make even this absolutely impossible. 
The State take» 
the child almost from the mother's arms into the kindergarten, 
and her training Is Institutional until she is graduated from 
high school or college, ready for business. 
But it Is worthy 
of note that she is fitted for almost any business except that 
most important of all businesses to Avomen, the business oi 


home-making. 


I think the increase of ''bachelor apartments" and of "bachelor maids* 
apartments," the lament of empty churches, the cry of public corruption, and 
the complaint of competition of labor between the sexes are strong evidences 
that the uumber of marx'lages are constantly dcraslng. 


The consequences to the State of such a condition are fraught with danger • 
As the homo is, so the State is. 
The women of to-day Avho think they can purify the world at the polls are 
making a great mistake. 
Nor can they do It by entering into competition with 
men iu the commercial Avorld. 
Their Avork is to train the coming generation oJ 
men for the affairs of the Avorld. 
And this work must be commenced in th< 
nursery and bo continued until habits and character are formed. 
And if Ave are 
to do away Avith the CAils of to-day Ave must prepare the future wives and 
mothers for just this work. 


Until this fact is recognized by our school boards, the training of a girl, n n 
like that of her brother, Avill be Incomplete. 
For his training aims to fit him 
for his normal position in life, for his struggle with the world. 
The training oi 
a girl, as it is now, seems to have the same aim for her; while her normal 
lifeAvork—the care of the home—is practically Ignored. 
* 


What is the remedy? 
Nothing less than to make domestic science a part of the regular course foi 
girls; necessary for promotion from elementary schools to high schools and- 
from high schools to colleges. 


If this can be accomplished we shall have gone a long way toward solving 
the problem of the training of our girls. 
We can hope then to turn out a gen- 
eration of future mothers Avho will be equipped for that llfework so aptly de- 
scribed by Frances AVillard Avhen she declared that "the mission of the ideal 
woman is to make the whole world home-like."

F E W months ago while traveling in England, the members of 
our party found themselves in a smoking compartment of a 
railway carriage Avith a stranger, and a stranger Avho smoked. 


When about halfway between stations, he calmly pulled out 
his tobacco, and, lighting np, puffed away, seemingly to his 
own enjoyment quite as much as to the discomfort of the ladies 
under my charge. 


Seeing the annoyance his smoking was causing, I asked 
him if he Avould be good enough to desist until Ave came to the 
next station, Avhen Ave would change our seats to another carriage; and I was 
not a little astonished at his reply: 


am distinctly within my rights, sir, and muiSt decline." 


Brutal as the retort sounded, it Avas nevertheless a statement of the truth 
—he Avas "within his rights"—and, true Britisher that he Avas, he proposed to 
have them. 
While recognizing his privileges, I could but feel that we in 
America Avould be willing to Avaive our rights in little things, preferring to 
keep our'entire energy for the holding on to those in the greater events of 
life. 


The incident set mo to thinking. 
The Englishman never forgets nor ceases 
to demand and to obtain his due, no matter how trilling the obligation may 
be, and permits no one and nothing to interfere with the happy and peaceful 
[jossession of it. 


We Americans are the most amiable of individuals. We live in a country 
where AA^e are obliged to give and take, and we shouFd be considered anoma- 
lous and archaic as soon as Ave became arbitrary. 


We regard as trivial the minor amenities, and indeed submit to many things 
iJiat may grow into positive Avrongs because Ave are so complacently assured 
that Ave have constitutional rights of so magnificent proportions that we can 
afford to regard Avlth Indifference these lesser infractions of what contributes 
to peace and comfort 


But can we? 
Is it right to allow ourselves to be pulled about by every one who comes In 
our path? 
Can we afford to have our toes trodden upon by every stranger that 
crosses in front of ns? 
Would we not all be better off by being xaore self- 
assertive and less complacentV 
More mindful of our own "rights," and lesi 
willing to have them trampled upon, even as we trample upon those of others? 


Do we not grow careless in our dealings AVlth others from the vex'y fact 
of our own Indifference? 
And can we not learn a lesson from our more 
e:iactiug brother across the sea? 


We are known as the strenuous race. 
We work harder, longer and usually 
with greater material results than other peoples. 
We haA'e Avhat Prince Borli 
praises as ''the goaheadativeness and feverish activity" of a young nation; but 
Jn our haste, our hurry, we are equally forgetful of ourselves and of others 
Jn little things, Avhile making much ado about the great things for Avhlch 
we have alv/ays striven. 


It Is the little things that count, after all; and we can be in no better busl- 
;iess than to talce to heart this lesson of self-assertiveness, for in learning Jt we 
shall come to be less careless in our dealings Avith others. By demanding more 
rights for ourselves we shall necessarily show greater care for those of our 
neighbor. 
We shall learn that sejf-asserilveness is in reality the twin of cour- 
tesy.

Late Decisions of United States 
Gnirt Concerning^ Them. 


Many readers have from time to time 
requested information concerning nows- 
paper subscription 
laws. 
Seven 
liave 
been 
compiled 
from decisions of 
the 
United States court, and embody points 
tl^at bother newspaper publishers. 
T h e 
soven are: 


1. 
Subscribers who do not give 
ex- 
press notice to the contrary are 
consid. 
ered as wishing to renew their 
subscript 
tion. 


2. 
If subscribers order the 
discontin- 
uance of their periodicals, the publishers 
may continue to send them until all 
ar- 
rearages are paid. 


3. 
If subscribers ueglect or refuse to 
take their periodicals from theVostofflce 
to which they are directed, they are re- 
sponsible-until they 
have settled 
tiieir 
bills and ordered Ihem discontinued. 


4. 
If subscribers move to other ])laces 
without informing the publisher, and the 
papers are sent to the former 
address, 
they are held responsible. 


5 
T h e courts have decided fhat refus- 
ing to take the periodical from the office 
or removing and leaving them uncalled 
for, is prima facia evidence of intention- 
al fraud. 


6. 
If subscribers pay in advance tliey 
ai'e bound to give notice at the end 
of 
the time if tliey do not wMsh to continue 
taking it, otherwise the publisher is au- 
thorized to send it and the subscriber is 
responsible until an express notice, with 
payment of all arrearage» is sent to 
the 
publisher. 


7. 
T h e latest postal laws are such that 
newspaper publishers can arrest anyone 
for fraud who takes a paper and refuses 
to pay for it 
Uunder the law the man 
wlio lets his subscription run alon*ii for 
some time unpaid and then orders it dis- 
continued is liable to arrest and 
fine, 
the same as for theft. 
It will be seen 
that many disputed points are disposed 
of by these decisions, which are certain- 
ly 
only ju8t. 
If a subscriber 
doesn't 
want to renew his subscription, let him 
notify the publisher 
T h e second deci- 
sion given here will be a surprise to some 
publishers, who believe they must stop a 
delinquent subscriber's paper if ordered 
to 
The delinquent must pay up if 
be 
wishes to discontinue his 
subscription. 
Otherwise he is held responsible for it as 
long as the paper is sent to him, whetli- 
er he lakes it from the postoilicr or not,

PROSPECTS OF THE CROPS. 


Winter Wheat Fine—Spring Wheat 
Sowing Held Back by Rain. 
The agricultural department’s crop 
bulletin 
says 
that 
winter 
wheat 
Is in very promising condition gen­ 
erally. 
The crop has wintered well 
and is making vigo^rous 
growth 
In 
all 
sections. 
Some 
spring 
wheat 
has been sown In Washington, but, 
no seeding has been done 
in 
the 
principal spring wheat States, the soil 
being too wet for preparatory worli. 
The seeding of spring oats has begun 
as far northi as Michigan, but this 
work has been retarded by wet ground. 
Fall-sown oats are maldng vigorous 
growth In the Southern States, with 
excellent prospects. 
Very little corn 
has beeen planted north of the GuV 
States, where the early-planted stand 
Is fair to good. Serious Injury to the 
peaoh crop by frost is rooorted from 
nearly all sections east of the Mis­ 
sissippi 
and 
from 
Oklahoma 
and 
Northern Texas. 
Other 
fruits 
are 
more promising, although the abnoi*- 
mally high temperatures in the lake 
region have forced buds to such an 
extent that frosts at this time would 
be very damaging. 


Valuable Marbles Found. 
The British Museum has lately como 
into possession of some interesting and. 
valuable marbles which were found 
buried in a “rockery" in an estate In 
Essex. 
One Is an Inscription from a 
monument erected in Athens in honor 
of the volunteers from Cleone who 
took part In the Battle of Tanagra 
against the Lacedemonians and Eu- 
beans, 457 B. C. The inscription was 
published in the Achaeologia of the So­ 
ciety of Antiquaries in 1771. 
Stuart 
Is supposed to have picked up the In­ 
scription In Greece when he was pre­ 
paring that publication. He sent it to 
Smyrna to bo taken by ship to Eng­ 
land. 
There It was lost. 
It seems, 
however, that It was brought to Eng­ 
land by a nary oaptaln, who gave It 
to a friend, who in turn gave it to a 
well-known antiquarian, Thomas Astle. 
It was on the latter’s estate that the 
fragments 
were 
found. 
They 
bad 
doubtless been thrown away by some 
unappreciative descendant. 
In the 
same estate, a few days later, a frag­ 
ment of the Parthenon frieze was dis­ 
covered, It Is supposed that this was 
brought to England at the same time 
as the inscription. Thomas Astle was 
once a trustee of the British Museum.

UR idea that America is a new world, not only from the view- 
point of European discovery, but actually, so far as concerns 
Its Inhabitants and their civilization, is one that has been 
accepted almost without question. 
It is, indeed, a funda- 
mental notion, having back of It all tlio Impetus of religious 
sentiment and historic tradition. Almost from the period of 
discovery, learned writers have endeavored to confirm tho 
theory of an Asiatic Immigration, adducing the resemblance 
of the arts, religions, and symbolism, and the supposed iden- 
tities of the language and physical types of the Indians with those of the in* 
habitants of Asia. 


Preoccupied with the notion that America is the now world, they have 
Rocmlngly lost sight ot the fact that these resemblances offer quite as good 
proof of American intercourse with Asia as they do of an Asiatic invasion of 
our continent. 


In supporting the latter view tho writer is awaro that it premises the same, 
if not a higher, antiquity for man on the American continent as Is revealed by 
the most remote historical perspective of Egypt or Babylon; that he is called 
upon to establish the American origin of the particular things to which he re- 
fers, their birth and subsequent development in America, and furthermore to 
demonstrate the probability of their transfer from America to other civiliza- 
tions. 


The games of the Eastern continent—and I. speak now not so much of the 
present day, but from what we know of the remote past—are not only similar 
to, but practically identical with, those of America, and are not only alike in 
externals, but. If we may so apply the word, in their morphology as well. 
And, it may be added, they extend over into Asia from America as expression! 
of the same underlying culture. They belong to the same cxilture. 


Man eveldently wandered far and wide over the world before history be* 
gau. Shall we, with our American explanations In mind—and they hold good 
not alone for games, which are but the "stalking-horse" of the student—shall 
we not assent to the claim that ancient America may have contributed, to an 
extent usually unimaglned, her share of what Is now the world's civilization?

Whither Are We Bound? 


By Garrett P. Servlss. 


N importance which relatively few persons are aware of at- 
taches to the expedition which has Just gone to Chile from the 
Lick Observatory in California. 
Its object is to find out 
whither we are all bound. 


Everybody has heai^ that the Solar System is flying swiftly 
toward the south. It Is a plunging flight that carries us more 
than 43,000 miles straight through the ether every hour of the 
day and night. It Is a motion that has nothing to do with the 
earth's annual revolution about the sun, except as it prevents 
that revolution from carrying the earth back turn and turn to the same spot 
iu space. 


In truth, we never get back to the same place. Every new year comes in 
with the globe at a point more tlian 300,000,000 miles nearer to a very bright 
northern star, named Vega, than It was a year earlier. As far as-the evidence 
now in hand goes, the flight of the sun toward the north is as straight as that 
of an arrow, but the path described by the earth, since it is compelled all the 
while to circle round and round the flying sun. Is a great spiral. 


And thus we sweep onward, moving continually Info new regions, running 
through what perils nobody can guess—perhaps none at all—and impelled by a 
force as mysterious as that which drew tho unfortunate ship in the Arabiau 
KIghts to.be wrecked on the Mountain of Adamant. 


It is this strange voyage of the sun and Its worlds through the uuc::plored 
ocean of immensity that the Callfornian astronomers have gone to South 
Amex'lca to Investigate. 


The only way In which we become aware of the great flight of the Solar 
System is by watching the counter motions of the stars. We are like people 
on the deck of a ship moving swiftly through a crowded harbor. The direction 
and velocity of our motion are Indicated by the changes In the apparent posi- 
tions of the other craft and the shores around us. Ships ahead of us, which 
we are overhauling, loom continually larger; those behind, which we are leav- 
ing, dwindle In the distance. 


This does not quite apply In the case of the stars, because they are almost 
Infinitely far away, and the change In their brightness resulting froiii our 
approach to those in the north, and our retreat from those in the south, Is too 
slight to be noticed even from year to year. But, luckily, the waves of light 
do the work for us. The light of the stars, toward which we are going has 
Its undulations practically shortened by our swift approach, and the light of 
those which we are leaving behind has Its undulations practically lengthened, 
and the spectroscope not only detects these changes in tlie light-waves, but 
enables us by their means to measure the rate of our motion, and also to 
deduce its exact direction. 


The problem Is complicated by the fact that the stars also are in motion, 
like the sun, going in various directions, and with various speed, but that is 
a detail with which astronomers can deal. 


Now, the precise object of the expedition to Chile Is to examine the light of 
the southern stars from which we are flying away. 
They have been much 
less studied than have tho northern stars, to which wo are drawing nearer. 
It is as if the people on the bow of a ship, after watching for a long time the 
effects of their approach to objects ahead, should visit the stern Iii order to 
note the receeslon of objects behind. 
Through a combination of such ob- 
servations the speed and direction of the ship's motion could be deduced. 


But there are ma^y other absorbingly interesting questions relating to the 
organization of the universe, and our place and rank iu it, which will be 
brought nearer to solution by the success of the exploration of the southern 
heavens now beginning.

LIGHT AND VENTILATION. 


In general the sick room should be 
the lightest, most cheerful and best 
ventilated room in the house, as pure 
air In the sick room Is of the utmost 
importance, but of course, anything 
like a "chill" should be avoided, and it 
Is not well to allow a draught or cur- 
rent of air to pass directl?' over the bed 
of the patient. A good way to secure a 
$uppiy of fresh air is to get a board five 
or six Inches wide, and as long as the 
width of the window; raise the lower 
sash, pJace the board under it, and the 
fresh ftlr will find Its way In between 
the sash by an upward current. Abso- 
lute cleanliness should be observed, 
and no vesisels that have been used or 
dishes with bits of food upon'them al- 
lowed to remain in the room. If. as is 
often the case, the room has a •'stuffy,*' 
disagreeable odor in the morning, put a 
spoonful of ground coffee into a saucer, 
and In the centre place a very small 
piece of camphor gum, and touch a 
match to It; as It burns keep pushing 
the coffee into It until the air Is sweet 
and pure; It is wonderfully refreshing 
for both nurse and patient.—Phlladel* 
phia Record. 


A NOVEL DUSTING 
CLOTH. 


Take one yard of heavy shaker flan- 
nel and cut off ten inches for a double 
ruffle. Sew the remaining cloth up the 
sides, as in making a pillow slip, in- 


sert the double ruffle In one end. make 
a hem In the other end, and through 
this pass a shirring string. 
Slip the 
bag over the brush end of the broom, 
and draw the shirring string tightly 
around the broom handle. For wiping 
the tops of picture frames and dust- 
ing down walls, you will find this 
imexcelled. 
It is also convenient for 
brushing ceilings, though care should 
be taken not to press too hard, as the 
dust Is apt to be rubbed In by so do- 
ing; use a light, quick touch.—Ameri- 
can Agriculturist.

To simmer a head of cabbage 2 hours 


Another good rule worth remember- 
ing is that, In the main, the vegetables 
that grow under the ground sliould not 
be cooked in waited water, while veg- 
etables that grow above the ground 
should have salt put into the water 
when they are put on to cook, a tea- 
spoonful to each half-gallon of water. 
Underground vegetables, as a rule, are 
rich in woody fibre, which Is made 
tough by salt water.—Philadelphia Tel- 
egraph. 


' Tomato PrItters--Por tomato fritters 
stew a quart tin of the vegetable, or a 
quart of fresh ones, until they are re- 
duced one-half. Set aside to get cold, 
then season with salt, pepper and cel- 
ery salt. 
Add the beaten yolk of an 
egg and sufficient fine bread crumbs to 
make a mixture thick enough to hold 
together when dropped from a spoon 
into smoking hot lard, 


Broiled Chicken—Only young chick* 
ens can be used for broiling. Split them 
down the back, wipe them 
clean, 
sprinkle with salt and pepper and rub 
with soft butter; place them on the 
broiler over a slow fire, the inside 
down; cover with a pan and let cook 
for twenty-five minutes; turn, let the 
skin side down when nearly done; put 
them on a hot dish and spread them 
with maltre d'hotel butter. 
Garnish 
with parsley or water cress and thifi 
slices of lemon.
